Item 5: Several of the issues, several of the orounds of rejection and the arQuments section make reference to "prior art Fig. 
1 " as being the reference being relied upon. The rejections are clear in stating "the admitted prior art. " The admitted prior 
art includes both Fig. 1 and appropriate sections of the specification which describe prior art. For clarity sake, it would be 
more proper for appellant to rewrite the brief stating "admitted prior art. " Also, appellant has a long standing tendency of 
stating the issues in a "the final reiection of ... is improper" format which is a conclusion rather than an issue. It would be 
more proper for appellant to adopt a "whether the final rejection of ... is proper (improper) format which states the issue. 

Item 9: Page 12, paragraph 2. line 3 of the brief refers to parts shown in red. Since this is an I FW application an appellant's 
papers are scanned in black and white, nothing is shown in red. Appellant may be able to send or hand carry papers with 
red markings to the examiner and the Board so that the Office may see what is red. 

Note that these items are not meant to delay action on the brief, but are deemed appropriate to provide a clear record. 
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
